HAT WE believe is important; and 

what we do not believe is also im- 

} portant. It is possible that the man 

who said to Jesus, “Lord, I believe; help thou 

mine unbelief,” meant, “Lord, I believe in God's 

power to heal; help me not to believe in sickness 
and death.” 

Unity teaches affirmation and denial, which is 
another way of determining what we believe and 
what we do not believe. 

As it answers the letters that it receives re- 
questing help in prayer, Silent Unity denies the 
negative conditions that persons tell it about. No 
matter what the conditions may be, its workers 
silently declare that they do not believe in the 
power or permanence of negative conditions, and 
they affirm the healing, restoring power of God. 

Individually we need both to affirm and deny 
in our thoughts and prayers. There are times 
when we need to take a definite stand in our own 
minds and say in the face of some condition or 
experience, ‘I do not believe in you!” 

Even a person who is faithful in prayer and 
filled with a strong sense of God’s presence and 
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power is not completely free from negative be- 
liefs or from negative suggestions made by others. 
One does not have to contradict others or be 
argumentative, but he does need to deny, in his 
own mind, the truth and the reality of negative 
beliefs and suggestions. 

If there is something we long to do, if we feel 
urged to develop latent talents and powers and 
either say to ourselves or have someone else say 
; to us, “It is too late to begin again,” let us declare: 
“I do not believe it! Now is the time. It is never 
too late to express God or to call forth the 
powers and abilities with which I was created.” 

If we ever feel unloved, unwanted or alone, 
let us say to ourselves: ‘I do not believe it! I am 
never alone, for I am forever one with God. He 
loves me with an everlasting love, and He has 
made me one with all mankind. Through the 
love of God I attract love to myself. Through 
knowing that I am loved, I am able to radiate 
love and happiness into the lives of others.” 

If we think of ourselves as getting old, if we 
look at others and think of them as anything but 
young and vital and strong, let us deny this 
thought. Let us say: ‘I do not believe it! I am one 
with the eternal, inexhaustible life of Spirit. My 
strength is renewed; my youth is renewed. My 
life is ageless, unending.” 
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If ever we are inclined to think that other 
persons are working against us, that we are being 
unjustly treated, let us say to ourselves: “I do 
not believe it! There is no criticism or condem- 
nation in me, for me, or against me. I am under 
the law of divine love and only good and justice 
can manifest themselves in my life.” 

If we long to change but feel that we cannot, 
that we have too long thought and felt and acted 
in a certain way, let us rid our minds of such a 
limiting belief. Let us say: “I do not believe it! 
I have a free and flexible mind and spirit. I am 
not bound by old thoughts and old ways. I am a 
new creature in Christ.” 

If we are pressed for time and think that we do 
not have time to do the things we need or want 
to do, let us remind ourselves of the Truth by 
saying: “I do not believe it! I have all the time 
there is. No one has more time than I have. 
There is no lack of time. I now give thanks for 
order in my life, order in my thinking, and order 
in my affairs. I know that as I let God work 
through me I have time to accomplish, easily and 
perfectly, all that is required of me.” 

If we are in bondage to some habit from which 
we long to be free, but feel that it is impossible 
for us to quit it, let us declare: “I do not believe 
it! ‘Greater is he that is in you than he that is in 
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the world.’ The Spirit in me is greater than any 
habit. The Spirit in me now sets me free. I take 
my stand for freedom, and I have mastery and per- 
fect control.” 

If we have moments of depression and feel that 
we are unimportant or unworthy, let us reject 
this feeling. Let us say: “I do not believe it! I 
am God’s beloved child in whom He is well 
pleased. I am important to God and to His plan 
of creation.” 

If things do not work out in ways that we hope 
and we are tempted to give up, to admit failure, 
let us say to ourselves: “I do not believe it! Even 
though I cannot see just how things are going 
to work out, I know that all things are working 
together for good and for success, for God is 
working in me and through me.” 

If ever we feel that some difficult situation is 
impossible of solution, let us declare: ‘I do not 
believe it! All things are possible with God!” 

If a pronouncement of incurable has been 
given, let us stand firm in faith. Let us say: “I 
do not believe it! God is able to heal any and all 
disease!” 

If we think of ourselves or another as inher- 
iting negative conditions of mind or body, let 
us say to ourselves: “I do not believe it! God is 
the one source of all, and our inheritance is from 
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Him. I inherit only life and strength and health. 
I inherit only a perfect mind and body from 
God, my Father.” 

If ever we are dismayed by the prophets of 
doom and fall into the thought that the world is 
getting worse, that we shall all be destroyed, let 
us declare: “I do not believe it! This is God's 
world, and He is in charge of it. All things are 
under His love and protection, and there is 
nothing to fear. “Therefore will we not fear, 
though the earth do change.’ God is eternal un- 
changing good, and He is with us forever, our 
guide, our help, our strength.” 

In every experience in life we have to take 
our stand; we have to have courage to say to 
negation, “I do not believe in you!” We have to 
have faith to affirm that we believe in God, in 
His power, His goodness. Let us remember that 
we are God's children, created in His image and 
likeness. Let us remember that with God all 
things are possible and that His power working 
through us strengthens and heals our bodies, en- 
riches and blesses our affairs, and harmonizes and 
transforms our lives. 

To anything less than God or good, let us say: 
“T do not believe in you!” To all that shows forth 
God, let us say with a thankful heart, “ ‘Lord, I 
believe!’ ”’

HEN we follow the way of Jesus Christ 

\ " / and do as He instructs, we are happy 

and harmonious in our human rela- 
tions. 

We learn that if we are to live in harmony 
with our fellow men we must accept them as they 
are and not as we should like them to be.
